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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Figs. 1 , 4-7, claims 1-4, 7-9, 11-14, 16, 
19-24 in the reply filed on 05/06/08 is acknowledged. 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Note the use of the expression "said". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lindstrom. The patent to Lindstrom teaches structure as claimed including a guard 
(46), guard retaining structure (47). 
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Claims 23, 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Armstrong. Tlie patent to Armstrong teaches structure as claimed including only two 
components including a guard and rail having a slot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 2-4, 8, 9, 11-14, 16, 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Lindstrom. The patent to Lindstrom teaches structure substantially 

as claimed as discussed above including guard and retaining structure. The structure to 

which the guard is attached, the use of different materials, such as plastics, glass, 

metals, would have been obvious and well within the level of ordinary skill in the art 

since such structures are conventional materials and further suggested by Lindstrom. 

The method would have been obvious in view of the structures. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references to Stangert, Chen, Schottland, Wylie, Yatsko, 
Steinhilber, Alberts, Whetstone, Merit et al. Hardy, Merit ('938), Cyrluk teach structure 
similar to applicant's.
